GENEVA, Aug. 28.—The_ trou- 
blesome problem of how to treat 


commercial aviation in any conven- 
tion bearing on the reduction of 
armaments was settled finally to- 
day by the members of the prelim- 
inary disarmament conference, in 
a manner to satisfy the United 
States, Argentina and other coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere 
and for the first time in weeks 
unanimity was reached on a ques- 
tion of first importance. 

The solution provides that while 
should be 
freely and 


commercial aviation 


permitted to develop 
unrestrictedly to the maximum 
commercial requirements of each 
country, its military value should 
be taken into account in framing 
any convention for the limitation 
of armaments, but that in so do- 
ing, particular attention should be 
paid to the regional aspect of the 
problem. 

This embodies the principle for 
which the Americans have fought 
since the beginning of the confer- 
ence. 

Today's decision cannot be con- 
strued, it is believed, as interfer- 
ing with the development of com- 
mercial aviation in the United 
States, since the American alr ser- 
vice under no circumstances could 
be considered as a menace to Eu- 
rop?, nor European air forces a 
menace to the Western Hemti- 
sphere. 

Should the principle be applied 
at the future disarmament confer- 
ence, it will be for European coun- 
tries to decide how far continental

ATLANTA, Georgia. 
N ASSASSIN fired 
the loads of a shot- 
gun into Bert Dof- 
aldson's head and 
back the other day. 
The career of the 
man who had 
turned from crimi- 
nal to pursuer of 
criminals was over. 
Bert Donaldson. 

| who until he was 
forty had been one of the best safe-crackers 
in the business, who had then seen ‘‘the 
light’’ and devoted the succeeding 12 years 
to running down his erstwhile cronies in 
the belief that such was the way to pay 
his debt to society, had fallen the victim 
of criminals’ fears. 

Bert Donaldson was one of the king 
burglars of his day. He cracked his safes 
with ease, neatness and speed. He was a 
first-class workman. A squad of detectives, 
called to look over a night's safe robbery 
consunimated with deftness, immediately put 
it down as a ‘‘Donaldson job.'’ Donaldson 
worked with the beat burglars in the coun- 
try. He did not alone confine himself to 
cracking strong boxes. He once got hold of 
a postofice money order stamp and the 
United States was flooded with bad money 
orders. 

AlFin all he served six prison terms. But, 
concluding his last, at the Federal peniten- 
tlary at Atlanta, he decided to give up the 
game, married a woman who had been a 
social worker at the prison, and took to 
religion. Afterward he was ordained a 
Presbyterian clergyman. But he felt he'd 
had a ‘‘call.”’ It was, as he saw it, to reform 
as many released convicts as he could, to 
run bunco men out of any city they chose 
to set their traps in, and to bring criminals 
in general back to justice. 


went to Canada when a small boy. 

From there, still a child, he was taken 
to the midwestern section of the United 
States. There he first ran afoul of the law. 
His first offense was some minor infraction, 
but it landed him in a boys' reformatory. 
He was then only 9 years old. At the re- 
formatory, for some reason or other, he was 
given a beating. Angered, he made his 
escape. Then followed other misdemeanors; 
before long his misdoings had taken on the 
nature of felonies. 

He was captured several times. Several 
times he was convicted. Throughout his 
prison sentences he showed the same atti- 
tude that he had when, as a boy of nine, 
he got a beating at the hands of a reforma- 
tory official: punishment by prison officials 
Only disgusted him; it in no way broke the 
man's spirit. 

It was about 25 years ago that he chose 
Toledo for his headquarters, and safes in 
that city and the adjacent district began 
to be blown with an unusual handiness and

precision. But the police could get no evi- 
dence against him and he went right along 
blowing strong boxes. 

Then came the night when, trying to 
crack a safe {in a Cleveland bamk, the bur- 
glars were discovered by a policeman. and 
in the fight that followed the officer was 
killed. Detectives looked at the safe, noted 
the clean way in which it had been opened 
and marked it as a job of Bert Donaldson's. 
Donaldson was arrested. He waa tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to death for the pa- 
‘rolman’s murder. 


But it was Donaldson's partner who had 
done the killing. And this man had not 
been arrested. Donaldson never said a 
word. One day, after his conviction, he 
was taken before the police to be questioned 
about many things. While the examination 
was going on, a door opened and in walked 
an officer with Donaldson's partner. But 
Donaldson showed no sign of recognition 
and continued to answer the questions of 
his captors. He knew that I{f his association 
with the other man became known, it meant 
death for both of them. This pal later con- 
fessed and exonerated Donaldson in his con- 
fession. Donaldson was given another trial 
and was acquitted. 


T WASN'T long after this that Donaldson, 
[:: eome way or other, became the pos- 

sessor of the stamp that’ enabled 
him to counterfeit all the postoffice mon- 
ey orders that he cared to, and it 
seems that he cared to counterfeit a 
goodly number of them. Postoffice inspec- 
tors all over the country were put on the 
trail of Bert Donaldson and his stamp, but 
they met with no success in finding either. 
He kept on cashing his money orders right 
and left. The Government, growing anxious, 
put more inspectors on his wake, and put 
sO many on him they did that it became too 
dangerous for him to use his stamp. 


He turned back to his ofd business of 
cracking safes. Looking around for a part- 
ner, he picked the late George ‘‘Dutch”’ An- 
derson, one of the best crooks in the busi- 
ness. They cast about for a good “job' and 
decided on a Rochester, New York, jewelry 
store. This store was downtown, in the 
heart of the theatrical district, and- they 
planned to do their work aa the theaters 
were letting out thelr crowds. 


The first thing to do was to dispose of the 
night watchman. He was slugged, bound 
and gagged. Anderson became the watch- 
man and Donaldson entered the store. While 
Donaldson was busy blowing the safe, a po- 
liceman, walking his beat, walked up to this 
strange night watchman andes asked, 
“Where's old Bill tonight?" 


“Bill’a sick. He got me to work for him 
tonight,’’ Anderson replied. 

Just then a garbage elevator came up 
from the store’s basement. On it were two 
large galvanised iron cans. And while the 
policeman watched, ‘“Dutch’’ Anderson 
rolled the two cans down the alley and into

A search was on for Donaldson and they 
found him. But he was never convicted of 
this crime. For, while the State's attorneys 
were planning thetr case against him, Don- 
aldson called in Government operatives. 

“You fellows know I have a money order 
stamp,’ he told the Federal men. “And I 
know you want it. Now, listen. I'll tell 
you where you can get that stamp if—if 
you can fix it so I can take a plea of guilty 
in a little postofMfice job you've got against 
me, let me do a short stretch at Atlanta. 
and have this Rochester business dropped.” 

The Government operatives agreed to try 
to put the deal over for him. They suc- 
ceeded, Donaldson took a plea of guilty in 
the postoffice case, and to Atlanta he was 
sent. 

He afterwards sald that when he came 
to Atlanta he ‘‘then and there decided to xo 
straight.’’ 

The warden of the Federal prison at that 
time was Fred Zerbst. From Zerbst Don- 
aldson got the square deal he had always 
wanted from a penitentiary official. This 
treatment strengthened his determination to 
gO on the square when he had finished his 
term. Among the women social workers at 
the Government institution was a woman 
who was particularly kind to Donaldson. 
And she exerted a great and good influence 
upon this first-class cracksman.

At that time Floyd Woodward and his 
bunco gang were playing this city and play- 
ing it, for all that was in it. Atlanta was 
full of confidence men. Crooks from the 
four corners of the globe were gathered 
here. The Woodward crowd operated a fake 
stock exchange. They had a fake leased 
wire. One of their schemes was to pretend 
they had cut in on a wire and were getting 
race reports ahead of the public. The gang 
ran crooked gambling halls. Many were 
the victims who went to the police and told 
of having loat from $20,000 to $30,000. 

Atlanta had all it could stand of the 
bunco boys. The blow-off came when Coun- 
ty Solicitor-Gceneral Boykin raided the 
‘con’ men’s headquarters. The gang scat- 
tered far and wide. 


HEN Donaldson, the former cracks- 
man, the recently ordained Presbry- 
terian minister, went to Boykin and 
offered his services. He knew most 
of the gang and from long experience 
belleved he knew where they most likely 
would be hiding. Boykin gladly’ wel- 
comed Donaldson as an aide and Donaldson 
went on the hunt. Donaldson was especially 
bent On breaking up this gang because he 
believed its leader was grabbing hold of 
men freshly released from prison and en- 
listing them in the gang's ranks. 
Donaldson pursued the various members 
of the Woodward crowd all over the country 
and in parts of Canada. One by one he 
brought ‘them in. Dan McCabe, one of the 


gang whom Donaldson captured, told how 
the new clergyman caught him, and Mce- 
Cabe's capture was typical of the way Don- 
aldson worked. 

‘We were doing nicely in Toledo,” said 
McCabe.

One by one Donaldson brought the boys 
in. One of them, fearing he couldn't make 
a getaway, came in of his own accord. An- 
other, tired of Donaldson's pursuit, came 
back all the way from Mexico 

But Donaldson was not a hard prosecutor. 
In the case of each one of his captives he 
vsed all his influence so that the confidence 
man might pay a large fine and escape im- 
prisonment. 

Only a short time aga he said: ‘Any time 
I'm able to get one of these fellows in to 
take a plea of guilty anda fine, I do it. In 
most of these cases our witnesses have dis- 
appeared. It’s always doubtful if we could 
get a conviction. If they show a disposition 
to square up and start straight again I try 
to help them.,’’ 

Last winter the detective-minister tralied 
a gang of confidence men to Florida and ran 
them away. He warned travelers on rail- 
road trains, on Atlantic liners and on ships 
skirting North Africa and <Asia Minor 
against this brand of crooks. Most of them 
he knew and others he could detect by his 
knowledge of their methods and their per- 
sonalities. In Florida he had  handbills 
printed, at his own expense, crying the 
warning, and these handbills he put on 
trains and in hotels... He went to Key West 
and Warned a crowd of bunco men that if 
they went to Havana he would follow them, 
distribute his handbilla and have them 
arrested. 

Recently Donaldson had decided to give 
up his criminal work after one more search 
through the Middle West and Canada for 
fugitive bunco men. His wife was always 
in fear of his life; furthermore, she was an 
invalid and needed his care and attention. 
And a recent business deal of his had pros- 
pered. He had the means to take a rest. 


one evening a short time ago wher the 
telephone rang. He answered it. 
‘‘He’s still in the same room, is he?” he 
was heard to ask. 
And then, ‘‘All right, I'll be right out.” 
He said goodby to his wife and hurried 
out of the house. It was not unusual for 
him to do something like that. He was 
always getting calls, at all times of the night 
and day, to join the police in a raid. to 
start off for some distant point in pursuit of

On this night he got into his automobile 
and drove to within one block of the Geor- 
gian Terrace Hotel.

and went into the hotel with him. It was 
then a little after 8:30 o'clock. He and bis 
companion got into an elevator. Some time 


after, he and this man. came down to the 
lobby and talked. Then they again got into 
the elevator and went to a room on the 
third floor. 

Donaldson did not return home that night 
and his wife became alarmed. When he 
failed to return the next morning she in- 
formed Solicitor-General Boykin. Boykin 
was concerned. He knew that Donaldson 
was in constant danger. A search was start- 
ed at once, 

That morning a maid at the Georgian 
Terrace had knocked on the door of a third- 
floor room. There was no response, She 
thought the room's occupant wished to 
sleep and she went about her work. Sshe 
returned to the room that afternoon. $he 
knocked. There was no answer. She en- 
tered the room. On the floor she saw the 
body of a man. He had been shot to death. 
The hotel officials at once notified the po- 
lice. They identified the man on the floor 
of that room as Bert Donaldson. 

It is believed Bert Donaldson was killed 
in this manner: 


HE murderer way seated in the closet 
of the room. He. held a. double- 
barreled sawed-off shotgun. The door 
of the closet was open just enough 
for him to see into the room, but 80 
slightly that Donaldson could not have 
seen him. Donaldson was lured into this 
room. As Donaldson waiked past the 
Closet door the murderer thrust his shot- 
&Un through the door and discharged one 
of the barrels into Donaldson's back. Don- 
aldson dropped to the floor. As ne writhed 
from his mortal wound, the killer, fearing 
his first shot had not been fatal, jumped 
from his chair and fired the other barrel at 
the back of his victim's head. 

What clews have the police to work on? 
The name “W. B. Sands, Macon, Ga.,"’ ap 
pearing on the hotel register as the name 
of the man who had taken the room in 
which Bert Donaldson was killed, the infor- 
mation that the man Donaldson walked 
through the hotel lobby with had a scar on 
his face, the information that this man was 
at the hotel in company with three other 
men. 

County Solicitor-General Boykin had this 
to say of the murder of his aide: 

“It is my opinion that Bert Donaldson 
was lured from his home by a promise of 
information that would lead to the arrest 
of Floyd Woodward or some other fugitive. 
Bert was the sort of fellow that never would 
let up if he once started out after a man. 

“These bunco men have grown to fear 
and hate the name of Bert Donaldson. ! 
know that any one of a number of them 
would give thousands to get him out of the 
way. It isemy opinion that a gang decided 
that if they intended to operate in the 
United States they would have to get rid 
of Donaldson. 

“I Intend to leave no stone unturned if 
my search for the men who killed him. It 
May take weeks, months, even years, but 
sooner or later we will get the men who 
committed this murder and those who were 
behind it.’’

The Unforgivable Sin of the Far 


A Half-Breed Trapper Deserted His Partner and Stole Weapons, Food and 
Furs—Boblette’s Epic Journey Over the Barren Stretches of 
Land and Water Back to Fort Smith.

JE BOBLETTE is 
back to civilization, 
a brown ghost of a 
man who for three 
monthe fought 
starvation in the ai- 
lent places of the 
North and won to 
safety. He who hsd 
been abandoned to 
: death simply would 
erm" not die. 

Boblette came back to claim justice of 
the law, to point his brown and accusing 
finger at the man who had left him help- 
less. And across the table in the Httle 
courtroom here in Fort Smith they met-—— 
the white trapper burned to a brown that 
was deeper than his half-breed partner's 
akin, and that partner who, cowering and 
craven, looked into the face of the white 
man he had left to die and trembled as 
though he saw a ghost. 


They had seen each other last, up in the 
Big Bend of the Mackenzie Hiver, aa they 
rolled themselves in their blankets and laid 
by their campfire amid a silence of sullen 
hate. Champlain, the half-breed trapper, 
crept aWay that night, taking with him 
doge and sled, and food and guns. Taking 
also the packs of skins that were the har- 
vest of their winter's toil of trapping, in the 
great, white, barren region of the sub-arc- 
tic North. 


The half-breed’s crime was a crime for 
which the North knows no forgiveness. 
Downright murder in its code {fs not so bad 
as to leave even an enemy helplessly to 
starve, To take a man’s dogs is as bad as 
stealing a man's iorse and leaving him dis- 
mounted was on the frontier of the Weat- 
ern United States: to take his rifle is to take 
his chance of food, a greater crime than to 
take his life. 


Champlain had made his way in safety 
back to Fort Smith.

At 
night it went to rest in a bed of clouds——car- 
tnine, magenta, burgundy, crimson, cardinal 
and golden-red-—and left behind it a purple 
glow across which wild geese were trumpet- 
ing their northward way. Already the snow 
was going. But the sledge would be of use 
yet for many days, because the great Mack- 
enzie would not soon burst its bonds of ice 

“But we'd better be headin’ for the riv- 
er, Champlain,” Boblette said. “The snow's 
going. Weve got to build a canoe and 
have it ready when the ice goes out.” 8o, 
since wait they must for the sun to release 
the river from ita bondage, they turned 
southward to the Big Bend of the Mack- 
enzie, trapping as they went. 


HEY reached the river under amiling 
April suns. They built their canoe 
from birchbark, aa the Indians build, 
sewed together with wattap (split - pine 
roots), shaped to a frame of apruce and 
with spruce gummed.

They made ready for the jour- 
ney southward 
There was silence that’ night when the 
two rolled into their blanketa in the snow 
beside the fire. Boblette, tired by hia round 
of the traps, was anery that the other man 
had not had supper walting But he said 
nothing. He rolled into his blankets with 
nothing to eat 
His was a confused and troubied sleep 
and he dreamed of the black eyes of the 


half-breed peering into his own, with hate. 


He awoke and lay in his blankets, lis- 
tening. The sun was up and yet not even 
the whimper of a dog broke the allence 
No stir of man or beast He moved. No 
anewering chorus from the hungry dogs 
So he sat straight up in hia bed and looked 
around. 

There were no dogs. There was ~1n0 
slied«e. Nor were there furs, or grub, or 
rifles. Champlain, in that troubled night, 
had packed up everything within his reach. 
Out across the gleaming, glistening snow 
led sledtracks. They pointed southward, 


back to civilisation, the way the craven 
breed had gone. 

Champlain had hardly walted until his 
partner was asieep. That was plain enough 
from the track, which had been made just 
as the slushy snow was freezing in the night.

What Joe Boblette said is not of record. 
Probably it wasn't much. The men. who 
live in the silence are silent men.

But Boblette, sitting in the courtroom, 
face to face with the man who had betrayed 
him, did manage to sketch the story of hor- 
tor through which he lived 


HE moment he realized that he had - 
been abandoned. he jumped from 

his blankets and sought the canoe. 
There it was, by the ice-bound riverside. 
Nearby he found a nail which they had 
used as a needle to sew the bark together. 
That, at least, would help him to some food. 
He made a line from wattap, bent the nail 
into a hook, chopped a hole in the ice. And 
got his breakfast. Then he sat down to 
think. 

Here, where the rivers all run north, he 
must go northward if he waited for the’ 
ice to go out of the Mackenzie, for no man 
could pull his canoe against its mighty tide, 
and there must be days and weeks. perhaps, 
Of waiting until that ice, melted by the sun 
and overwhelmed by the flood-tide of the riv- 
er’s tributaries, would rot, crack and break, 
moving out with a mighty rush of waters, 
trees and mud. On the other hand, the 
smaller streams were even now thawed or 
thawing. He could paddle against the cur- 
rent of these, make portages where need- 
ful, and find his way, sooner or later but 
with certainty, back to Great Slave Lake and 
home. And there would be fish for food. 
Again he fished, and with good luck. 
Enough food now to last today and tomor- 
row. And he raised the canoe above his 
head and started, facing north and easter- 
ly, striking for a stream which empties into 
Highland Lake, a 40-mile portage to the 
first water on his journey.

FULTON, Missourl. 
UCT on the edge of 
the residence dis- 
trict of this town. 
on a fine sweep of 
ground, stands a 
jagged corner of a 
house, a gaunt 
splinter, all that fe 
left of an old Mis- 
aourti mansion. 
Progress has come 
alone and wiped 
that old home out; before long, no doubt, 
the spacious grounds will be cracked up and 
parceled out In little iots for little houses: 
already part of this estate ‘is a chicken 
ranch. 

A jagged corner, all that remaina of the 
home of Colonel Joe Rickey, the sweetest 
lobbyist that ever journeyed from Missouri 
to Washington to twist’ Senators and Con- 
gressinen around his able fingers; Joe Rick- 
ey, one of the greatest gamblers who ever 
graced the national capital; Joe Rickey, 
whose name is mentioned a million times a 
day and night, every time the words gin 
1ickey or whisky rickey cross a thirsty fan- 
cier’s lips. For Colonel Joseph Kyle Rickey 
it was who firat conceived that a potent al- 
coholic fluid, in collaboration with ice, 
charged water and half a lime, would 
create a draught guaranteed to cool and 
assuage the most particular palate. 

But now we are come upon dry and differ- 
ent days. Dend ts the Colonel of the 
fabulous life. legally dead is his concoc- 
thon and as truly dead it is In ita pristine 
Joveliness; dead is the grand frame house 
with {tes towering ceilings and great mantels; 
the very estate that house reared itself upon 
is now in the hands of a Prohibitionist. 
That Prohibitionist is one David W. 
Whanger. He tore down the house, in which 
the rickey was born, not in his character of 
Prohibitionist but as a venturer in real 
estate. 

Times have most undentably changed. 
Time was when the Rickey manaion, its two 
white stories topped by a third of dark slate, 


Its green shutters thrown open, Iights 
streaming from its long windows, played 
host to the gayest of gatherings. On‘ its 


spacious porches reclined gentlemen from 
Washington, come to drink with the Colonel 
fine bourbon whisky and rattle the poker 
chips over a broad table. For a week at a 
time these visitors would indulge them- 
selves, for that is the way Joe Rickey liked 
his card games. And undoubtedly many were 
the prospective deals the Colonel instituted 
with legislators during one of those feative 
weeks, deals with legislators who were soon 
to return to their constituents to tell them 
how they had fought with might for right 
at Washington. 


January 11, 1842. His family is said to 

have been in pleasant circumstances. In 
Keokuk he spent his boyhood. But as a 
young man the lure of the cards fell upon 
him. Poker he loved, and most any other 
game that could be played with 52 cards. 
He played his games as well as he loved 
them. It was not long before young Joe 
Rickey could master most anyone in Eastern 
Iowa at a gaming table. 

Keokuk is on the Missiasippi River, and 
in those days of the early sixties many was 
the steamboat that plied up and down. 
From Keokuk to New Orleans was a 
journey of no short duration: as the 
days dragged on the passengers were 
eager to find some way to pass the halting 
time. What easier way .to pass it, 
then, than over a table, a cold bottle on 
the side and a sheaf of pasteboards 
in the traveler's hands? - Those river days 
were made for gambling. 

Young Joe Rickey, with his aptitude for 
the cards, soon found himeelf drifting to the 
steamboats, and subsequently drifting down 
New Orleans way on their sunny decks. He 
played his cards and he played them well: 
undoubtedly now and then he lost, but if 
he did no such score {s on record and nobody 
remembers it. For the cards favored Rickey 
and Rickey raked in the chips. 

Born though he was in the North, his 
traffic with Southerners, his sojourns at the 
river ports of Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Louisiana, pertaps his way of living life 
easily and his fancy for a good drink of 
whisky, brought him to think as they did 
below the Mason and Dixon line and to fee! 
a comradeship with the South's people. 
When the Civil War caught the country, 
when men were too busy trying to march 
into the South or drive the Yanks out of 
Washington to loll about on steamboat 
decks and figure the possibilities of a 
“straight,’’ Rickey one day got off a side- 
wheeler tied up alongside a Missour! wharf 
and joined the Army of the Confederacy. 


Je RICKEY was born at Keokuk, Iowa, 
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Joseph K. Rickey, whose name Kas gone to the ends of the earth with a mixed drink. 


Duly enlisted, they put a gray uniform on 
him, stuck a rifle in his hands and sent him 
off to a troop billeted not far from Fulton. 

Fulton was just as rebel in those dave as 
it ia Democratic today. It was not unnat- 
ural that the gentlemen and ladies of Ful- 
ton should visit the Confederate camp now 
and then to look at the troops in gray and 
to cheer them on. It so happened that on 
an occasion one of the young ladles of Ful- 
ton, who went to visit thia troop of soldiers 
of the South, was Miss Sallie Howard, the 
daughter of one of Fulton's most prominent 
families. She met young Joseph Rickey and 
Rickey did not forget. His troop marched 
away, they tussled with the Yanks, Rickey 
was captured and, after a time, exchanged. 
During those weary days of marching and 
fighting he hadn't forgotten Sallie Howard. 
And when he was a free man he atill hadn't 
forgotten her, and back to Fulton he went. 


The young gentleman paid the lady a 
strenuous courting. He left Fulton, only to 
return. He persevered and he won. and 
Sallie Howard became his bride. The war 
was over, and the Rickeye left for Misals- 
sippi. There for a time they lived on a 
plantation. But Fulton was in the 
young bride's heart, and to Fulton Sere 


with Rickey about something or other 
he thought the Legislature ought to do, 
whether it was some scheme which Rickey’s 
friend bélieved would further the pursuit of 
happiness in this State, or whether it was 
the passage of some measure desired to aid 
the particular gentleman's strong hox, Rick- 
ey would lend an attentive ear and say he

Toward the end of the year 1891, babies 
lay dying of diphtheria in the Bergmann 
clinic in the Brick Street in Berlin. On 
the night of Christmas, a child desperately 
sick with diphtheria cried and kicked a 
little as the needie of the first syringe full 
of antitoxin slid under ite tender skin. 

The reeuits seemed miraculous. A 
children died, but presently large chemical 
factories in Germany took up the making 
of the antitoxin in herds of sheep. Within 
three years 20,000 babies had been injected. 

But there were still criticisms and mut- 
tered complaints, and this was naturel, for 
the serum was no sure-fire, 100 per cent 
curative stuff for bables—any more than it 
was for guinea-pigs Then. too, iearned 
doctore pointed out that what happened un- 
der the hide of a guinea-pig was not the 
same~——necessarily—ee the savage thing go 
ing on in the throat of a chiid. Thousands 
of children were getting the diphtheria 
serum, but some children (maybe not 80 
many as before, perhaps) kept dying hor- 
ribly in spite of It. 

Then Emile Roux came back into the bat- 
tle. He discovered brilliantly an easy way 
to make horses immune to the poison-—they 
did not die, they developed no horrid ab- 
ecesses, and, best of all, they furnished 
great gallon bottles full of the precious ab- 
titoxin—-powerful stuff this serum was, little 
bits of it destroyed large doses of that po!- 
son fatal to so many big dogs. 

Just then, a particularly virulent breed 
(so Roux thought) of diphtheria bacillus 
was crawling through the homes of Paris.

But it was 
not made, and who after al) can blame the 
pitying human heart of Roux for leaving 
the cruel road that leads to truth’ The 
syringes were ready, the serum welled up 
{nto them as he gave a etrong pull at the 
piungere. He began his merciful and maybe 
life-saving injections, and every one of the 
more than 300 threatened children who 
caine into the hospital during the next five 
months received good doses of the diph- 
theria antitoxin. Praise be, the results were 
a great vindication for the human Roux, for 
that summer, the experiment over, he toid 
a congrese of eminent medical men anda 
savants from a!!l parte of the world: 

“The general condition of tbe children 
receiving the serum improves rapidly

Under the skins of these 
youngsters go wee doses of that terrible pol- 
eon fata) to so many big doga—but it is a 
poison fantasticaliy changed so that it is 
harmiess to a week-old baby
